SOD IS TURNED 


October 29, 1974 was a 
great day for Deseronto. The 
sod-turning ceremony for the 
new Deseronto and District 
Community Centre took place 
on the site of the new building 
that afternoon. 

Mayor James Sharpe was 
chosen to wield the golden 
spade, and the symbolic gesture 
was backed up by the presence 
of the earth-moving machinery 
which is to work on the found- 
ations of the town's first com- 
munity centre. 

The projects, which is 
expected to cost $325,000, 
is scheduled for completion 
next May. 

The first proposal for the 
community centre dates back 
to 1969, when the town built 
its first outdoor skating rink.

TYENDINAGA CONTROVERSY CONTINUES 


The controversy on the 
Tyendinaga Reserve continues 
to rage. Discontent has now 
spread from the setting up of 
a Corporate Structure on the 
Reserve, against the wishes of 
many of the residents, to gen- 
eral discontent with the present 
administration. 

The trouble arose originally 
over the establishment of an 
incorporated company on the 
Reserve. In the first plans, 
the Band was to have an interest 
in the Company, but in a vote

Jack Ellis, M.P., Hastings, 
in an attempt to clarify some of 
the statements being made about 
the problems on the Tyendinaga 
Reserve, asked the Minister of 
Indian Affairs a number of 
questions both in the House of 
Commons and in writing: 

1. On the Tyendinaga 


working at getting the project 
off the ground, and after a slow 
start, the fund began to show 
real progress this year. 

The projects was awarded 
a fargiveable provincial winter 
works loan - forgiveable if the 
money was used during the peak 
unemployment months. The loan 
provided $150,000 of the needed 
funds and another $20,000 is 
expected as a provincial com- 
munity centres grant. 

The fund raising committee 
also hopes to raise about $35, - 
000. 

The centre is being built 
on the site of the old Eddy 
Match factory which burned 
down. The site was given to 
the town for a token sum. 

The old concrete found- 
ations of the factory may be 
used in the future for tennis 


the residents of the Reserve 
indicated that they did not 
favour Band participation. 

Further problems arose 
because the industry obtained 
a Provincial charter, on the 
advice of the Department of 
Indian Affairs, and called 
itself Tyendinaga Mohawk Ltd. 

To many the name indicated 
the incorporation of the Band, 
so the name was changed, and 
application was made for a 
Federal Charter.

that all Indian Reserves become 
provincially governed, the 
Indians have guarded against 
any move that might lead to 
the take over of Reserves by 
provinces. At present the 
Indians are under Federal 
jurisdiction. Since the legal 
position of an incorporated 
company is similar to that of 
an individual person, the com- 
pany on the Reserve could set 
a taxation precedent in that, 
for the first time, a part of the 
Reserve will be subject to

Now, in this recent 
visit of the American Indian 
Movement, they were Indians 
from Canada. However, should 
our brothers and sisters from the 
United States come over to aid 
us in our struggle for justice 
they are entirely within their 
rights. We would like to 
acquaint Jack Ellis with a few 
important facts. We are neither 
Americans or Canadians! We 
are North American Indians or 
Natives. Great Britain and 
the United States assured our 
Native People that the Customs 
and Immigration border was not 
for the Indians but for the people 
from across the great salt waters!

TODAY'S HEALTH 


Common sense only way 
to shake the common cold 


by David Woods 


Medical science has brought 
under control all kinds of dis- 
eases, like pneumonia and tub- 
erculosis, but so far it's been 
unable to come up with a cure 
for the common cold. 

And this isn't because re- 
searchers find the common cold 
beneath their dignity as a subject 
for study: on the contrary, the 
more a solution eludes them, 
the more challenging it becomes. 

Trouble is, the common 
cold isn't quite as simple as it 
sounds. It comes in more var- 
ieties than even the ketchup 
people could dream up - about 
60. 

Dr. M.W., Fujiwara, a 
Toronto pediatrician and the 
author of several articles on 
infectious diseases, says, "You 
could have a cold four times a 
year, and not have the same 


strain of virus twice in 15 years. "| 


At present, says Fujiwara, 
the only thing doctors can do 
is ensure that what they're 
treating really is a cold - and 
not bronchitis, pharyngitis or 
hay fever. Then treat the 
symptoms . 

In other words, a runny 
nose - or what physicians call 
rhinorrhea ~ is treated with 
decongestants; the accompny- 
ing cough, if there is one, with 
syrup; and the "dragged out" 
feeling with some form of ASA 


preparation. 
CASAC ASAOAOAOAOAOAOLOLSG 
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Dr. Fujiwara is somewhat 
sceptical about the use of large 
doses of vitamin C in preventing 
colds. We all need a balanced 
vitamin intake, he says, but 
the research into vitamin C's 
benefits is still inconclusive. 

The best way to ward off 
colds, he says, is to be physic- 
ally fit, eat sensibly, wear pro- 
per clothing and get adequate 
rest. In other words, the more 
vulnerable you are the greater 
your chances of catching a 
cold - and the greoter your 
likelihood of not being able to 
shake it off quickly. 


But there ore no absolute 
guarantees: everybody gets 
a cold sooner or later, and 
children and allergy-prone 
people ore especially suscep- 
tible. Recurrent colds in 
children, says Fujiwara, are 
usually secondary infections 
that respond to treatment with 
antibiotics. 

The fact that colds are 
much commoner in winter, has 
to do with the extra load on 
the respiratory system; with 
each breath you take, the air 
has to be warmed, humidified - 
and germs and dust removed. 
With colder, dryer air, and 
because people are more con- 
fined in smaller spaces in win- 
ter, the risk of spreading in- 
fection is that much greater. 
Moreover, the sun's ultra 
violet rays don't have the same 
sterilizing effect on the air 
passing between people. 

So, until scientists come 
up with a cure for the common 
cold, about the’only weapon 
we can use against it is com- 


mon sense.

Shulman critcised Lee’s 


The H.D. Lee plant in 
Napanee and another in North 
Bay were criticised in the 
Legislature in Toronto by Dr. 
Morton Shulman. Both plants 
were given Canadian grants 
when they were established. 
Dr. Shulman said that they now 
brought jeans into Canada at 
lower prices than Canadian 
made blue jeans. 

Dr. Shulman maintains that 
instead of creating jobs, these 
two plants are reducing the 


number of jobs available to 
Canadians by forcing Canadian 
manufacturers of blue jeans out 
of business, even though the 
Greas around the plants may 
benefit, the province as a whole 
suffers. 

The Napanee plant employs 
about 135 local people and the 
one in North Bay will employ 
about 640. 

Dr. Shulman said that as 
a result of the two plants at 
least 400 people around the 
province will be out of work. 


Industry for Picton 


A new industry for Prince 
Edward County was announced 
last week. Manco Home Sys- 
tems Ltd., a Canadian company 
that manufactures mobile homes 
is to put its first production line 
into two hangars at Loch Sloy 
Industrial Park, Picton. The 
Park was formerly Camp Picton. 

The mobile homes produced 


at the plant will range in price 
from $10,000 to $20,000 and 
will vary greatly in size and 
accessories. 

Almost all jobs at the new 
plant will be for unskilled 
workers. The initial output of 
the plant will be three mobile 
homes a day, with a projected 
production of eight per day in 
1975.

Gardening 


A cactus can make a great 
beginning for a houseplant 
collection; it is long lived, 
withstands the warm, dry air 
of most homes well, and needs 
watering infrequently. Because 
they grow so slowly, cacti need 
re-potting only every two or 
three years. Their strange forms 
and the beautiful flowers some 
types produce, makes them ex- 
cellent plants for most homes. 

During November, Decem- 
ber January and early February, 
the cactus does not grow vigor- 
ously because it cannot get 
light. Keep it in a bright, cool 
location where the temperature 


is as low as 40 degrees. Water 
it sparingly, when the soil in 
the pot is bone dry. Be sure 
the soil drains quickly. In late 
February and March, when the 
days are warmer and brighter, 
watering the cactue more often 
will encourage it to produce 
new growth and perhaps a 
flower or two. 

Most cacti benefit from an 
occasional feeding of weak, 
liquid fertilizer. When your 
cactus outgrows its pot, re- 
plant it in equal parts of 
coarse sand and soil with 
some leafmold or compost 
added,

Using o sudden burst of high- 
powered light, a poacher can 
transfix a deer long enough 
for a well-cimed shot. 

That's where the plane 
comes in. 

"If there's any jacklighting 
activity going on it's easy to 
detect from the plane at a 
thousand feet," said Hans von 
Rosen, Nopanee District Fish 
and Wildlife Supervisor. 

On the following nights 
the cir-to-ground blitzes 
covered the countryside north 
of Brighton and the bush and 
lake district north of Kingston. 

A total of 30 vehicles were 
stopped and searched for uncased 
loaded firearms. One car, 
stopped in the countryside at 
two in the morning contained 
firearms, but everything was 
in order. 

"Actually we were quite 
satisfied," said Mr. von Rosen. 
If anything these latest blitzes 
indicate there's not as much 
activity as we sometimes think, 
even though we know there is 
@ certain degree of poaching 
going on. Every now and then 
deer guts or other signs of a 
kill are found out in the bush." 

Mr. von Rosen said that 
other blitzes would be staged 
whenever violations are ex- 
pected to be most frequent. 

The idea of using a spotter 
plane at night in radio contact 


with cruisers on the ground 
was developed by Napanee's 
Senior Conservation Officer, 
Jack Stewart.

REPLY: The legal basis by 
which a Chief or Councillor 
may be removed from office 
are clearly set out under Sec- 
tion 78 Subsection 2(a) (1, II 
ond IIl) and (b) (I, II, II) of 
the Indian Act. 

Until such time as | am | 
provided with factual evidence 
that the Chief or any individual 
councillor has violated the 
provisions of Section 78 of the 
Indian Act, | cannot recognize 
the validity of a special election | 
| must continue my support of the 
Chief and councillors in their 
positions as the duly elected 
council of the Band. 


2. The cause of the dis- 
pute is the fact that a small 
industry, owned by Indians, 
employing Indians, and oper- 
ating on the Reserve was formed 
under a Provincial Charter. 
Could the Minister indicate 


whether this could in any way 
subject the members of the 
Tyendinaga Reserve to taxation? 


REPLY: An industry incorporsted 
under Charter (Provincial or 
Federal) is liable for corporation 
taxes on it's profits. This does 
not offect the personal tax 
situation of the company's 
employees or of other Band 
members. ie 


3. One of the Members of 
the Band Council is a principal 


in the industry on the Reserve. 
Would the Minister indicate 
whether this would be cause 
to remove the Councillor from 
the Band Council ? 


REPLY: Membership in an 
on-Reserve corporation does not, 
in itself, constitute grounds for 
removing a Chief or Councillor 
from office. The Councillor 
in question should not portake 
in discussions or vote on matters 
pertaining to the Company. 


4. Would the Minister 
then say that the dissident 
group attempting to overthrow 
the Band Council are in fact, 
acting illegally? 


REPLY: | cannot say that 
they ore acting illegally.

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Food has more vitamins 
than pills, say experts 


Millions of vitamin tab- 
lets are swallowed every day in 
the belief that they'll produce 
pep and vitality - and provide 
the nutrients missing from a 
normal diet. 

But, say nutritionists, 
while this belief may make a 
bundle for the manufacturers 
of vitamin pills, it sure hasn't 
done much to enrich the health 
status of the people who use 
them. 

There are some 43 known 
nutrients in the food we eat, 
and all vitamin tablets grouped 
together contain only eight or 
nine of these at the most. 
Marilyn Winarski, points out 
that we in Canada don't get 
nutrient deficiency diseases 
such as scurvy; but we do suffer 
from diet-and-lifestyle-related 
problems such as diabetes, 
obesity, dental caries and cardio- 
vascular disease - and vitamin 
pills don't have any influence 


on these diseases anyway.

Furthermore she says, 
the belief that a diet of junk 
foods plus a variety of vitamin 
pills will somehow add up to 
good nutrition is dangerous. 

For one thing the pills don't 
contain protein - essential to 
any balanced diet - and many 
of them offer no iron. Even if 
they did contain iron, it would 
take a number of days to in- 
corporate it into the blood- 
stream. 

Even so, nutritionists 
aren't so much against vitamin 
pills as they are for the idea 
of gettin vitamins from natural 
food sources containing nutrients 
in a natural balance. And 
they believe that if people ore 
going to turn to pills, it should 
be on the advice of a physician, 
rather than on whim or at the 
mercy of food faddists. 

Another thing to remem- 
ber is that viatmin supplements 
are medicines and should be 
treated as such.

The salmon are stream 
spawners, and are not well 
suited to this end of the lake 
where suitable spawning areas 
ore limited. At this end of 
the lake, emphasis has been 
laid on the planting of splake, 
which spawn on shoals and in 
shallows, conditions which 
are prevalent at the eastern 
end of Lake Ontario. This 
fall, splake have been turning 
up from Kingston to Port Hope. 

If the planting programs 
continue to succeed in this 
way, fisherman, both sports 
and commercial, can look 
forward to a greater variety 
in their catches in the future.

There has been some con- 
cern on the port of Prince Ed- 
ward County residents since 
Transportation and Communic- 
ations Minister, James Rhodes, 
announced the plans for a $10 
million high-level bridge over 
the Bay of Quinte between 
Rossmore and Belleville.

Picton housing 
dispute 


A lengthy and heated 
exchange took place at the 
meeting of Picton Town Council 
last week, between councillors 
and a representative of J &L 
development Corp. Ltd. 

J & L are engaged ina 
development project on Pitt 


Street in Picton, which involves 


several single family dwellings 
and 14 condominiums. Building 
has been going on to date, 
without a building permit from 
the town. The original agree- 
ment with the town called for 
a duly accepted performance 
bond being posted to guarantee 
approximately $18,000 in 
services, insurance and impost 
fees. Without such a bond, 
the firm has not been issued a

building permit. 

The firm's representative 
asked for the fee to be cut to 
$9,000 because of financial 
difficulties, and to allow work 
to continue. 

Council voted in favour 
of upholding the original 
agreement. 

Much of the dispute at 
the meeting was caused by 
accusations from council that 
the firm had ignored a stop 
work order, and had continued 
with the construction project.

tour of the Reserve to reveal 

the progress enjoyed by the 
Mohawks." We view this as a 
publicity stunt geared to divert 
the attention of the People from 
the dangerous policies of William 
J. Brant and the present contro- 
versy that is raging on the 
Tyendinaga Reserve! No amount 
of smokescreen will take the 
minds of the Mohawk People 
from this one thing, namely, 
that under this present 
Department's band council 

our rights and lands have been 
placed in jeopardy. 

While we are pleased 
and proud of our new central 
school, community centre, . 
other buildings of interest and 
the Mohawk recreation park, 
the main issues confronting 
the Mohawk People at this 
time are not these buildings 
and locations but the issues 
of corporate structure, irreg- 
ularities and dictatorial action 
of the Department's band 
council and land surrender. 
The Mohawk People and our 
many non-Indian friends will 
not be fooled by this attempt 
at a "big sell." 

In reference to the above 
buildings and locations it is 
interesting to note that neither 
the new central school nor the 
community centre were started 
under the administration of 
William J. Brant. The fact of 
the matter is that when William 
J. Brant assumed the position of 
Chief the new central school 
was 75% complete and the 
community centre was 95% 
complete. The Mohawk rec- 
reation park was completed 
one year before he took up 
office. 

Let us review some of 
the actions of William J. Brant 
committed during his term of 
office as chief. 

1. He has refused to 
honour the wishes of the 
Mohawk People. 

We have for months 
endeavored to solve this 
controversy through peaceful 
and proper channels and to 
the satisfaction of the Mohawk 
People. We are opposed to 
violence and have through our 
Attorney, through dialogues 
ond consultations, numerous 
sessions at the Department of 
Indian Affairs in Ottawa, two 
petitions, a referendum vote 
(which we won by almost a 
2 to 1 majority), numerous 
public meetings and now a 
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called for band council election 
by custom. William J. Brant 
remains adamant in his position 
as elected chief. He is deter- 
mined to push through what he 
desires without regard to the 
wishes of the majority of the 
Mohawk People. 

2. Approximately one 
week before the referendum 
vote, the factory and corporation 
were turned into private hands 
as revealed in a newsletter from 
the band office. Why was this 
move not taken to the People? 
Why didn't it have the approval 
of the People? Why were the 
Mohawk People informed only 
after it had been done? Why 
was Councillor Clell Maracle 
not informed of this transfer at 
the time it actually took place? 

3. Carl D. Brant (being 
acquainted with all the pertinent 
information, financing etc., 
pertaining to the factory central 
to the controversy) an active 
member of band council and the 
Reserve's Industrial Commissioner 
along with being paid to oversee 
im provements to the factory area 
became owner and president of 
the said factory. Why did 
William J. Brant permit Carl 
D. Brant to become president 
and owner? Should he not 
assume part responsibility for 
this highly irregular and in- 
appropriate circumstance ? 

4, Were William J. Brant 
and his collegues on council, 
derelict in their duties and res- 
ponsibilities pertaining to the 


recent referendum vote? They 
contravened the port of the Act 
governing the referendum vote! 
Further, the events surrounding 
the referendum vote were laced 
Let the 
following evidence speak for 
itself: 

a) The voters list was 
not posted for the required 
number of days prior to the 


with irregularities. 


referendum vote. 

b) The question posed 
on the ballot was not posted 
at all prior to the vote. 

c) The question posed 
on the ballot was misleading, 
not clearly worded, not per- 
taining to the issue at hand 
and really meant nothing as 
it simply asked a question. 

(It is interesting to note that 
numerous individuals phoned 
the band office, the band ad- 
ministrator's house and William 
J. Brant's house to try to learn 
the content of the question 
which was to be posed on the 
ballot, and each time were 
refused the information.) 

Was this a deliberate attempt 
to withhold pertinent information 
from the People of the Tyen- 
dinaga Reserve ? 

d) During the approx- 
imate five years of Donald R. 
Brant's term in office, which 
covered two elections and two 
referendum votes, there was no 
house to house Reserve census 
taken to determine the exact 
number of voters on the Reserve. 

5. The Mohawk People 
are not opposed to band owned 
and operated businesses or 
privately owned businesses, but 


to businesses that are governed 
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by a corporate structure. 
William J. Brant has permitted 
the intrusion of foreign regulations 
under a corporate structure. 
(Corporate structure spells 
danger for our reserve as evi- 
denced by the following facts: 
The Corporation will be sub- 
ject to Provincial and Municipal 
regulations. The profits of the 
Corporation are subject to 
taxation and levies of the Ont- 
ario Government. There is no 
provision in section 81 of the 
Indian Act for the establishment 
of a corporation on a Reserve. 
Further no interest or or property 
of an Indian is subject to tax- 
ation (section 87). The Corpor- 
ation Act represents a violation 
of our rights as Native People. 
In view of these pertinent facts 
why has William J. Brant per- 
mitted a corporate structure to 
be set up on our Tyendinaga 
Reserve? ....and further, 
against the wishes of the maj- 
ority of our Mohawk People! 

6. The Deportment's 
band council recently, and in 
a council meeting, moved, 
seconded and carried a motion 
to surrender land on the Tyen- 
dinaga Reserve. This is con- 
trary to the Simcoe Deed and 
to article 39 of the Indian Act. 
(In view of the feelings of our 
Mohawk People pertaining to 
land surrender, one would have 
thought that William J. Brant 
would have taken this question 
of land surrender to the People 
in a referendum vote while 
acting in the capacity of the 
Department's chief.)

Mrs. Anne Wolf, executive 
secretary of the Eye Bank of 
Canada's Ontario Division, 
says that the recipients of these 
"new" eyes are people with 
blurred vision caused by 
scarred corneas, or victims of 
industrial, home or auto accidents 

The donors, she says, come 
from among more than 100,000 
Ontarians who have signed 
special cards granting permission 
for their eyes or other organs 
to be used after death. They 
realize, says Mrs. Wolf, that 
it's about the most dramatic 
gift they could ever offer. 

Since 1956, when it was 
started, the Eye Bank's Ontario 
Division has received 7,749 
donated eyes. Transplants, 
ideally should be done within 
48 hours of the donor's death. 
Nearly 4,000 have been per- 
formed in Ontario with a high 
success rate. 

The problem, says Mrs. Wolf, 
is to get enough donors. If 
you'd like to help, write to 
your nearest branch of the 
Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. 

The shortage of donor organs 
also slows up the successful 
work being done with kidney 
transplants, of which more than 
100 are performed each year 
in Ontario.

Hospital's kidney transplant 
program, describes the shortage 
as "critical." Only about one- 
third of kidney foilure patients 
- who are kept alive by dialysis 
machines - can get transplonts. 
Even though the success rate 
for the operation is high, the 
donor organs just aren't available. 
This, says deVeber, is because 
most people just don't think 
about bequeathing their natural 
resources. 

The solution, he says, is a 
universal donor card such as 
the one recently proposed for 
Ontario driver's licences. The 
card would allow licence holders 
to be donors under the Human 
Tissue Gift Act if they signa 
part of the licence to be de- 
signed for that purpose. 

As transplants of other 
organs such os the heart, lungs 
and liver become as successful 
as those for the eyes and kid- 
neys, there will be an increased 
demand for donors. You can 
perform a vital service by 
contacting the Kidney Foun- 
dation of Canada. 

Donating organs after death 
may be something you prefer 
not to think about. But if you 
can save someone else's life 
or dramatically improve it 
just by signing a card, it's 
well worth it. It may be the 
most far-reaching decision 
you ever made.

3. OHC'S Assisted Rental Housing for Fam- 
ilies and Senior Citizens provides accom- 
modation for the elderly and for families, 
on the basis of rents-geared-to-income. 
Its purpose is to subsidize rental payments 
for people 60 years of age and older and 
for low-income families. 

4. Home Ownership Made Easy (H.O.M.E.) 
Plan brings home ownership within the 
reach of many moderate-income earners. 
Houses are built on serviced lots which are 
then leased by Ontario Housing Corporation 
to new homeowners who have the option of 
buying the land after five years. This com- 
bination makes lower-than-normal down 
payments possible.

Just any potting soil is not 
good enough for your houseplants. 
They deserve the best - a soil 
full of nutrients, with good 
drainage, and free of weed seeds 
and disease organisms. 

A mix of one third coarse 
peat moss, one third soil and 
one third coarse sand or perlite 
is excellent for most houseplants. 
The coarse materials ensure good 
drainage which reduces the 
danger of overwatering and 
allows plant roots to get air. 

Weed seeds and disease 
organisms can be killed in newly 
prepared soil by spreading it on 
a cookie sheet and baking it in 
the oven for 30 minutes at 180°F. 
Add a slow release fertilizer from 
your local plant supply store to 
the potting soil.

Watering of houseplants is 
easy to forget. One solution 
for the owner with thirsty plants 
is self-watering planters. These 
are now available at many plant 
and garden centres in a wide range 
of sizes, shapes and colours to 
enhance any home. 

The majority of commercial 
self waterers are made of plastic 
and are constructed so that plants 
can be potted straight into them. 
Special capillary systems draw 


An easy way to obtain the 
same effect at home, is to 
sink a small clay flowerpot 
into the large one containing 
the plants. The drainage hole 
at the bottom of the small pot 
is stoppered tightly with a 
cork. If this small pot is kept 
full of water, the water seeps 
slowly out through the clay 
sides and ensures an even 
distribution of water to the 
plants in the large container. 

This system also works very 
well for rooting cuttings. To 
keep the humidity high around 
the cuttings, the large pot 
should be covered with a 
plastic bag.

One of the main sources 
of winter damage outside the 
house, is the possibility of 
mice and rabbits nibbling bark 
from young trees and shrubs.

Fine mesh wire around the 
tree helps a great deal in pre- 
venting girdling by rodents.
